It would be difficult to select a better means of telling something 
about our organization than to explain the meaning of our "Kin” 
crest, which appears above. 

The design is known in heraldic language as the "Fret.” It is 
composed of a saltere and a mascle intertwined. The saltere is a 
St. Andrew’s Cross. As you know, the cross is always the symbol 
ol service by personal sacrifice, and this is an underlying principle 
of out organization. 

The mascle is a square or lozenge. A square is a very old symbol 
of uprightness or rectitude of life and so this part of the crest stands 
for integrity of character. 

In this design the cross and the square are so intertwined as to 
be inseparable. This is a fine illustration of the Kinship idea, for 
Kin is a word of relationship. It suggests the intercrossing and 
interlacing of the lives and tasks of Kinsmen. Kinsmen recognize 
the inter-penetration of one life with another, and this design 
stands as a protest against isolation and separation as between one 
Kinsman and another. 

The Winnipeg Kinsmen Club, which was organized in 1924, is 
a strong link in a nation-wide chain of 33 Kinsmen Clubs, each 
Club making a notable contribution to community service work in 
its own centre. 

Among the aims of tKe Club are those of directing fellowship 
among young business and professional men, to the end that they 
may be improved and educated in modern business and professional 
ethics, and that their interest in the welfare of the community may 
be stimulated. With a view to furthering these objects, the Winnipeg 
Kinsmen Club has identified itself with community Boys’ Club 
work and other worthy undertakings. 

The concert you are enjoying this evening was promoted 
primarily to provide funds to cope with the increasing demands 
for service work within the borders of our own city.
